The end of chat perillous and bloodie Combat between 
Roſicleer Prince of Ocalartbbopts and Fangomadan King 
of the Forbidden Iland, about the libertie of Meridian 
Prince of Scythia, Floralinda Princeſſe of Macedon, & the 
Troyan Oriſtides: and what aſter happened more tothem. 


Ye Battell between Fangomadan 
J.5 and Roſicleer continued with no 
4 lcile furie, than that vreaſonable 
29 begun Combate of the Lapythes x 
Centaures, at the ni tage of Py- 
| 2-—D rithous, the Companion of Hercu- 
les: and with like noyſe, oꝛ moze 
cv -A violence, did theirftroakesredou- 
a ble one vppon an ether, battering 
and ſhiuering their armour, and ſtaining the pauement 
bk the Court (wherein thepcontended) with their blots ; 
either ſo impatient of delap, and de ſirous to ſc the others 
downfall, that they enuie dat the bzeathing time, which 
both their neceſſities made them glad to take. Yet (of the 
tw) there appeared a greate FO. moze apparant defect 
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ofthe Mirrovr of Knighthood. 


ſaued his life, fo2 that the Siaunt could not faſten a full 
blow on his helme, but it glaunced downe on tis Hoꝛſe 
bead, which being parted in two, beaſt and Lo2d fel tothe 
earth: Which greeued Horalinda, Who with her * alt 0 | 
from a high gallerie beheld this moztat! centention. Pet 
went hee not without his paument, fo2 there was 13 an⸗ 
chantment ceuld refiff Rolicleers Word, no2 th. Gnider 
of that well tempered weapon: but with viimaichabie 
fozce if paſſed thꝛough his goꝛgetto his thꝛoste: which th 
Giant leeling, he gaue backe, other wile he had p2cſently 
dped. 
Although the Sonne of Trebatio was aſot, pet did not 
big valiant heart faile him, but with a gallant demeanoz 
he abode the comming of his enemie: in ſuch ſozt that the 
Giant ſlaſd to behold him. The Pꝛince ſeeing him Laye, 
ſaid : Mhat doll thou meane thou diuelich Furie: toas 
becommeth a Knight, fo2 in killing mp Yozſe thou art by 
cuſtome bound to giue me another, oz cis to alpght from 
thine. 

Noſuch curteſie (ſaid the Giant) makes me pauſe:but 
Ithinke one of the Gods are deſcended in thy ſhape, but 
neither his noz ame other fozce will deliver tho from my 
dcathfull reſolution. And therewith he would haue ouer⸗ 
thzown him whis Elephant but the Pzince ſtept allde, 
as the Giant paſſed by, he ſtroke him ſuch a blow that the 
woꝛdpared away the armour and part of his arme: fo 
that with great paine hs was able to rule his [wozy. Pet 
this frecherous Poze returned againe fo ouer-run him, 
and the Greeke abode him with al the dexterie that might 
t: andat his ſecond paſſing by, he aſſapled him as a ty- 
ger. doth his pꝛap, laping his ſtrong handes on him Wwyth 
ſuch tozce, that he pulled his furious Abuerſarie quite cut 
of his ſaddle, 

Lye Giant ſceing hee muſt fall, was ſubtle and cun⸗ 
ning, and tlaſped in the Pzince, as the Puie twiſteth as 
vout the Oake, becauſe that in their falling he ſhould not 
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in Fan zomadan than the Pꝛince. Fo2 the Giant with his 
owne Vareaſanable hugencs and intollerable weight of 
his armovr was moſt oppꝛe ſſed: and Roſic'cer by his as 
gilitte and nimblencs, Had moze than ozdinarie aduaun⸗ 
tage: neuertheles he entred not and retired ſo at his caſe, 
but With his armours burden, the Giants blowes, ihrs 
cxcœding trauell, his fleſh was greatly bzuſed. ._ 

gt this time, twothings much auapled the pꝛince: the 
one the RE 3 of his armour, faſhioned by the 

Wiſe Artemidoro, the other his vnmatchable ſwo2d lent 
him from June lulia: fo no fagce had fozce ko enter the 
armcur,ns: no armour had ſtrength to reſiſt the lwozd,e⸗ 
(oectaily wer ded by ſo ſtrong an arme. 

Two weary howers were paſt, when as theſe wozthp 
WMarriers (impatient to (& their foztunes ſtand an ſuch 
doubtful termes) with bath hands met with their ſwozds 
alofr, in ſuch furious manner, that the Weholders (thogh 
foine of them were vadon vtediy verie valiant) were ſo a⸗ 
m 23:D, that their blood refyzedto their atfrighted hearts. 
The Pagan was quicke in the execution of hes blowe, 
Which was the cauſe that it did little offend his Abduertas 
rie, onelp it tauſed his eyes to flaſh fire lie lightening: 
but the p;ince ſetled his blow ſo lurioully vpon the Giant, 
that if his ſteely helme had not beene the fingers thicke, 
it had parted his head, yet it made him fall vpon the necke 
of his Elephant, and Trcbatioes Sonne redoubling ano⸗ 
ther vpon him, Fangomacan had falne out of the ſaddle, if 
be had not pꝛeuented it by croſſing his armes. 

This wozthie Pzince (de ſcended from Achilles) might 
then haue concludedthe Battle, when as the Pwzc was 
in t91s perplexitie, but hee would not, becauſe it was as 
gainſt gentillitie and knighttov., Long it was not that 
hee pauled, foz Fangomadan comming to himſelfe thꝛe we 
from him that which remained of his ſhield, and with his 
ſwoꝛd in both hands went againſt his Tontrarie; who cd- 
Untting punlelfe vato God, ran in with a thzult at * 4 
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will — being! armed in the gelbe, , fo ps9:e a 4 night 
as thou foꝛ pure ſozrow and arg&fe ſhould deſire to leaue 
off the battell, and pet wiſh me to peeld as ouercome: J do 
nowpercetue that all pour deities are vile, and that your 
power is but ſmall, that one alons Knight dare attempt 
to doe this . Come downe pou theeues from tyoſe celeſtial 
houſes that you haue ſtolen and vſurped, and J will giue 
you to vnderſtand that JamPFangomadan? And tter with 
raging like a Tiger, hee allalted that warlike Pzince, 
and cane him ſuch a violent blow vpon his heime, that he 
made him ſtape and put his handes to the grounde, and 
doubling the ſame he ſtroke him ouerthwart, that it de- 
ſcended on his left ſhoulder, Which the P2ince felt verie 
greudus, ſeing himſelfe ſo tntreated,confidering with⸗ 
all, that the fozce ot his aduerſarie w as increaſed, he be- 
ganne to hammer blowes on him in ſuch ſoꝛte, that hee 
made him ſeeme all bathed in bloud, puffing and blowing 
like a bapte d bull. 

The Pagan wouldhane giuen him a down right blow 
purpoling there with to conclude the battle: But the 
Pzince beeing war nes by that whichbefoze had paſſed, 
made ſhrwe as though hee woulde abide it, pet when it 
did deſcend, with all the lightnes in the world he auolde d 
and made him ſtrike vppon the ſtones (a furioullic, that 
when the ſwooꝛde fell it bꝛoke cf a great pæte. 

This louer of Ohuia was not tole on ſo gocd occaſion, 
but ſtroke the Giant ſach a blow and with ſuch good 03- 
der on his ſhoulder, that he did not onely diſarme the place 
but alſo made therein a great wound, out of which began 
to Eowe a great quantitie ofblacke blaud. And this vico- 
ridus Ozceke withdzew pimſelk when de ſaw the wound 
he had giuen him. 

At cannot be imagined what great anger poſleſſed the 
Giant, foz like bnfoa wounded Kron (altheugh ſome⸗ 


* Wearie) hee aſſalted Roſicleer ; who had no care to 
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wꝛeſtling in the wozld. Foz alt zough the Giant wers 
huge and defozmed, our night was as well (ct and as 
ſtrong as anie in the wazid, not being a Giant. 

It gaue great content to the Bebolders, to ſ& what art 
and pollicie either of them vſed to get aduauntage of hes 
Contrarie. The Pagan in this wꝛeſtling loft very much 
blod, and wered weake by reaſon of the wound in hys 
thꝛoate: which cauſed him to let loſe the P2ince, Whoſe 
fleth and bones were verie much bꝛuſed. But ſceing it 
was not then time toloſe ame oppoꝛtunitie, thep returned 
to their Battell againe with ſo great furte andquicknes, 
as though it had then but new begun, till ſuch time as ve⸗ 
rie wearines did invite them to leaue of, euen foz a little 
bzeathing: which was not without n&ve, foz they had 
lou 1 foure howers together, without taking anie kinds 
of rilt, 

Zhoſe that were pꝛeſent did verie much extoll the foz⸗ 
titude of the pagan, in that he could ſo long indare againſt 
the P2ince : toꝛ that they knewe by experience how karre 
the ſtrength of his armes extended. and the P2ince vnto 
himſelfe ſought by what meanes he might onerconte hys 
Enemie without killing him: fo2 that he ſeemed to be one 
of the molt valianteſt that euer he pzoned : and ſtill hee 
thought that he exceeded the dexteritie of the mighty Gran 
Campeon, that was ſlaine in the Warres of Greece, by 
the hand efthe ſaid Pzince, Likewiſe he remembꝛed the 
mane and great affaires hee had to do in other Partes: 
but that which greued him moſt, was that ſo long time 
he had not heard of his beloued Oliuia. The which thought 
kinvled in him ſuch cholar, that like vnto lightening hee 
went tothe Pagan, ürſt demaunding whether he would 

pteld himſelfe fo; ouercome, and leaue the Battellt inthe 
fate it was? 
But this blaſphemous Ring with a voyce that feared 
them 
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is alwaies to be loked fo of thole, "who liued as hir did, 
making bis owne content a God, and wozihipping his 
onelp pleaſure. 

Alithat were aboue woulde haue deſcended fo them, 
but there was none that could foꝛſake the place where as 
they were. 

Fo2 that incontinent the heauen was couered with 
a thicke and blacke clouds, with ſuch thundzings and 
lightnings khat it ſeemed that all the flemament would 
fall tothe earth, in the which was hearde the bleating of 
beaſtes and other heaup groanes in the ſaide courte {02 
the ſpace of one houre, lill ſuch time as the ſtoꝛme was 
paſt, and the heauens became cleare as they were ves 
foze, 

Nowe looking fo2-the warrionrs they onely ſawe the 
Pꝛince, as one amazed new come to himſelfe, and as 
though his aduerſarp had been befoze him, he gane atſault 
till ſuch time as he was Wholp in his remembzance, and 
ſaw not the giant. 

But that which gricued him moſt was that hc lacked 
his god ſwoꝛd, Which he won with fo deare experience, 
as was ſaid in the firſt bole. And lmking about fo2 the 
giant, he {awe on the one ſide ofthe court, a ſumptuous 
ediſtcelie to a ſepulcher, Which was ſuſtained with foure 
defozmebd Lyont made of alablaſter, the Sepulcher it 
ſelke was all of Chziſtall, ſo cleare, that all might be ves

frike vim! butt fo * bunt withhis lightnes, fo2 that he 
knew well if would hoꝛtly tyze him And ſo bling his 
wonted derteritp, de onelp auoided the blowes of his ents 
Thoſe that were bebolders hereof did well perteine 
tbe intention of this baptiſed knight: but pet he could not 
ſtill fo auoide it, but that the giant ſeazed on him ſuch a 
blowe, that he made him ſome what to loſe his memozte, 
and to voide bloud out at his mouth, the which Roſicleer 
toke to de perilous, and let ſlie the o2 foure blowes on 
high to amaze his contrary , and therewith thꝛuſt at him 
with his ſwoꝛd in ſuch ſozt that hee hit him on the thigh, 
and the point paſſcd to the bone, 

The Moꝛe did not thinks it to be great, fill luch time 
as aſſaying to follow him, he felrdowne vpon his hande s, 
but he was not ſo ſong downe ; as with the quickneſſe of 
bis thought he was a fete againe , floziſhing with his vis 
meaſurable ſwoꝛd. 

This valiant bzother to the Knight of the ſunne could 
verp well haue ouercoms him in thus detaining him, but 
he ſedainely conceaued it to bee cowardiſe, and there⸗ 
fo;c determined to put the ſtate of the battell in one blow, 
and as the giant was ſtriking at hima mighty ſtroke, 
he entered within him, thinking to ouerthzow him, but 
he found him like a rocke : therefoꝛe being together he 
gaue place tothe ©Þoze to beneſit himſelle of time and oc⸗ 
caſton. 

But the giant leauing his greate fauchton, ſeazed on 
the Dꝛinte with his heauie armes, e reſcuſed him in ſuch 
ſo:t, that it ſeemed he would bꝛeake all his members , ſo 
that they mull needs returne againe to a petilous wzatts 
ling, in ſo much that with the heate of the battell and with 
wearincfle, thep fell both on the grounde, and infozcing 
one to get the other vnder, they both lacked bzeath and 
the giant bloud, thzough which faintneMſe they both ſoun⸗ 
ded, the vnþappy giant neuer againe reuiuing. And this

This was the {word of the Prince of Conſtantinople, Ro- 
ſicleer, the which he loſt at the defended lland, putting to 
death withit Fangomadan and his ſons, and {hall here re. 
maine till ſuch time as the braue Tyger with they ntamcd 
Lyones doth ouercome the guarders & keepers of my Ca- 
tell, getting without armes or order of knighthoode ihe 
entrie thereof, & for himſelfe the two ſwords necrelt,twea - 
ring to reuenge the death of che vnhappy king. 


They remained all amazed to ſi the boldneſſe of the 
Waiting, and reading downs lower the ſecond Was thus. 


None be ſo hardy or bold with order of knizhthood, ot 
being a man o touch the ſword at the worthy Camilla, tor

They were much moꝛe amazed at the ſecond waiting, 
in ſteing that alone a woman and without armes was 
grantee tye ſwozd. TAherron Todaine paſſions came vn⸗ 
to he Faire infant Floralinua fo2 her loft infants, deub⸗ 
king Whether they ſpoke of them oꝛ not. But diſlemblin x

The( "FE of the famous Telarmonio ſhalbe graunted 
vnto none till ſuch time aʒ the hid and vaknowne Baſiliske 
doth de cendfiom my d welling place, and get the ſworde 
wichout armes, and ſweate tho like. 


It could not bu: grieue the Gꝛceke Pꝛince in ſæing that 
all thoſe muſt he actompted with the other enemies: but 
animating himſelke he ſaid, kewarmous they haue left 
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and hauing deſtre with great ioy to pull it out, hee no ſw» 
ner layd hand on it, but there came foꝛth ſo great a flame 
that it ſcemed to haue burned him, till ſuch time as he let 
it got againe, and then the grieke went away, and he ſaw 
hanging at it a parchment wherein was witten letters 
of bloud, which he could not ſtand to read, fo2 that they did 
all de ſcend and receined him, and aſked him how hee did 
tele himſelf?

Let v3 leaue this talke ſaid Floralinda, and goe we to 
ſec the lepulcher, fo2 J belæue you haue loſt ſomething 
therein, foꝛ that it ſeemeth the fire doth de fend it. 

Then ſaid the knight of Cup'de,were the loſſe verie 
much, 3 ſhould thinke it paide , haning finiſhed this ad⸗ 
nenture fo2 the liberty of the Punce pour ſpouſe, although 
it was not little greefe that my (woozd ſhould bes taken a⸗ 
way. Such deedes haue pon done therewith ſaide the Ka⸗ 
die that Zmeruaile thep did not take away pour life, al⸗ 
though 7 ven ko (& you accompanied with ſo manie, 

they dur { not. 

Thep all laughed at that the Inkant had ſaid, yet they 
did greeue at heart fa2 the loſſe of the Pꝛinces Dwo2d. 
And ſothep went with a great defire to ſ& where it was, 
and beheld a maruellous Aduenture, fo; they ſaw in the 
Piller ſiue pommells ot ſwoꝛds, every one with his ſcroll

FRY Ith zealous care the faire Pzinces of Mace - 
dona did cure the Wounded greeke, andcoms 
koꝛted the weakeneſle of her beloued ſpouſe 
he. with her pꝛeſence, and would not abſent her 
ſelfe til ſhe ſaw him whole and ſound, She greatly retoy - 
ced to ſeꝛ the knight of Cupide, vnto whom that ſhe might 
- HLYew herleife chankefull , ſhe cured him with her owne 
> Hands, and neuer would conſent that any other ſhould do 
ek, ez all his often modeſt defires to the contrary. Some⸗ 
times theꝝ would al thꝛer deſcend and ſee that faire caſtell, 
and paſſe away the time in the freſy gardens that were 
there, and often behold the ſuperbious edifice and curious 
ſepulcher which the pagan had. zt ſa fell ont that one day 
he being altogether recouered of ſtrength, the pꝛince Me- 
lidian calling vnto him his ſpouſe 4 the Troian Oriſtides, 
caried them to the chamber of the Pzince , who was then 
vp and walked, although not out ol his chamber, oz that 
be was ſomewhat leane. Ve ſwing them comming , rs- 
ceaued them with that gallant grace (with the which

But bꝛaue Knights ſaid the pagan Bing, be aduertiſes

At is impoſũ ble to note the anger that this emozous 
Tharſtan receiued, to heare that defozmed Giant talke of 
Flora, as a Ladie pzoper vnto himſelfe: and not haning 
power longer to hide his intent, he toſſed about wyth hrs 
knottie ſtaffe, and with a lowod voyce ſayd ; Tarrie as 
while (falſe King) befoze thou doit entoy her excellence, 
thou ſhalt fcele the wetghtofmpoake, Then withont con⸗ 
ſidering in what danger he put himſelfe, he ſtroke him ſo 
ſtrong a blow vpon the helme, that he made him (againſt 
his will) to leaue the ſeate where he late: his two Toms 
panions Were not flothfull, with the ſecuritie they had of 
the keper they left at the doze , but with their cuttyng 
wozus laid on thoſe Knights in ſich ſozf, that be foꝛe they 
could turne them, they had left but ſome few, and thoſe 
verie ſoze hurt, being the moſt pꝛincipall in all the camp: 
but by reaſon that the Giants were verie ſtrong and well 
armed, they iopned withthem a well fought and intang⸗ 
led battell. | 

The valozous Louer of Ol:uia, was not idle, foz that at 
the doe (like a god and faithfatl Pozter) he let none ens 
ler, but that he left his life in recompence ; till ſuch tyme 
that at the nopſe there came vppon them fo much people, 
that the Tropan was conftrained to giue out the ſigne, > 
to goe foꝛth at the dwꝛe, whereas with the Giaunts they 
wereingreat trouble foꝛ mounting their hoꝛſes: but with 
che helpe of the Gꝛeeke they at laſt got vp. Liſarte tarri⸗ 
ed in triumpha heauie Mace of the kings, which when he

Being departed from them, the thꝛee frendes a newe 
pꝛapſed much the Pagan, and hee ar ſwered them with 
great diſcretion, where with he was indued moze then all 
other Pagans, T hep pulled off their helmes fe2 to eaſe 
themſelucs till it was night, fox that then they wauld let 
vpon the campe, foꝛ that they had infoꝛmed themſelues of 
the wap, and had agreed with them that went vntothe ci 
tie of Napea, Whereat was incamped al the enemies, that 
at the beginning ok the night, the gate which opened vnts 
the campe ſhould be left vnlockt, foz that they won d bend 
their courſe theſher-: ſo taking their watch wozd, becauſe 
they would not bee diſperſed, which was, Troye , they 
mounted on their hozſe and rid towards the Citty, at that 
time when as the Sunne had altogether hid his face vn- 
der the deepeſt cauesofthe earth, and came at ſuch tim; 
as they were all at reſt, and were ſure that ke we would 
trouble them becaule they were al wearied with the bat 
tell. 

The two firſt watches ofthe night was palf, when as 
theſe foure molt ſtrong warriers, did enter into þ cacelefſe 
campe of their enemies, and agreed to goe vnto the tent 
ofthe bꝛaue Cilician King, And concluded amongſt them 
that the Grecian ſhould remaine at the entry dooze, and 
the other thꝛer ſhould enter in. 

With this agreement they went vnto the great tent (and 
fo; that the Boone did ſhow her ſelle moꝛe fairer then the 
did ts her belonedEndimion) thep might goe ſtraight the⸗ 
ther without lpeaking to any; fo2 that the watch thought 
they were ofthe Royall guard.

When they had done, they went toreff, but ſent that 
night oꝛdor vnts the Kings, that early in the mozning all 
his people ſhould be armed. Wy and by it was noyſed a⸗ 
b20adin the Citie, what aid and ſuccour there was come, 
fo: the Which all the night great fier lights were made fo; 
loy, andaccompted the warres to be ended, hauing thoſe 
loure Bnights.

toyned together, the ruſhing of theſe foure was ſo great, 
In this ſozt they croſſed the Campe, leauing dead and e⸗ 
uill wounded, moze than thz& hundzed men, befides the 
pzincipalls of the Councell of warre. Theſe were they, Bt 
which the pagan King graued moſt to loſe, And when he #7 
came vnto himſelfe (as à man out of his wits) hee vegan 


to make a noyſe, reniling and foz\:king his faife Gods, WM 


and entring intothe rome whereas they were, hee ſayd: 5 
Now you cuill Gods, map you ſœke thoſe knights that fa, 
uour you, in whom you haue put ſo much power, and be» Wt 


gan with a club to beats his poze Gods,paying them that 
which he deſerued. At laſt her vowed that bee would not 
vnarme himſelfe, noꝛ ſuffer any to enter to ſe him, till he 

had been reuenged on thoſe rebellious Enightes, that ſo 
much at their caſe wer departed, Who leauing the whole 
Campe afraid, they came vnto the bzidge of the Cittie, 
whereas they found tothe number of ten thouſand men, 
readie to come fwzth, if need had ſo required, and foz Caps 
taiue of them a wozthie Tharſtan, ſome what a kin to the 
fierce Liſarte, who was ſe angrie, that hee would haue re- 
turned with thoſe people vpponthe Campe. UWrhich had 
been no ſmal aduantage: but pet his frends did ſtay him, 
ſaying ; that the next dap he ſhould not lacke occaſion fo; | 
the ſame. With this the cholericke Youth was pacified 

and entertained the Captaine of the people verie curte- 
ouſly, and he them likewiſe, e guided them vnte the pal 
lace, whereas the Kings did tarrie fo2 them, and the gal 
lant Flora. The heropcal Tharſian was imagining what 
to do, & doubted he had done litle in her ſeruice that night 


in that he had le ft him aline, that iudged himſelfe woꝛthie

The Pagan tarried net long, but put himſelfe at the 
50022 of his Tent,mounted on a pzoud and mightie hozle, 
armed in blacke armour, fallofred knots, which cauſed 
fzare to them that did behold them. There were two Gi- 
ants that would not agree that he ſheuld goe fozth and foz 
that they were armed , and mounted vpon great beaſtes, 
che y lapd to him: ſtap mighty Arlante , foz wee will goe 
and bzing vnto ther thoſe vncurteous knights, diſturbers 
of our gtiietnes, foz it is no right to giue them ſo honozable a 
gath as to die bypour hands. 

Do pullingdowne their viſozs they went without com⸗ 
pany from the bzidge, whereas they cauſed moze to bee 
in 2rcavines, when it was nerdful.

C he liks did the pꝛinceſſe ther dameſells, from that part 
of the pallace that {oked towards the Campe: there they = 
tarried the comming of the two Frends, her heart woziv 
ing with exceeding ioy and deſire to behold the battell, as 
one that had no ſmall intereſt in the action. 

The ſe two paſſed thꝛoughthe ſtreetes ſo pleaſantlye, 
that which wap ſoeuer they went, the Ladies gane them 
a thouſaͤnd bleſſings, and the people with high voices gaue 
teſtt monie of that they defired. The Tharſian was modi, 
ted on his mightie hoꝛſe, and at the pommelt of his ſaddle 


did hang that blodie ate that he won the night beton, W 


with aſpeare that ſeemed to be a beame of an oake tra? 
a gallant hoꝛne at his necke thatbecame him well, They 

all meruailed at the furious conntenance they both ſhe w/ 
ed: fo; although the Gzecian was not ſo great, beeing q- 


bout th2e fingers leſſe tan the pzince of Tharſus, yet he 
was altog:ther as well ſet, and rid in ſuch loꝛt, thatall din 


eſfceme him foz a ſtout knight, when they ſaw his gallant 2 
diſpoſitian. 1 
Foozthwith they went foozth into the Campe, (when 


they bad paſſedthe bzidge a bow sat, the C barllan lift vp 


his viſoz, and began to blow his heꝛne with ſo great fozce, 
that he made it to be heard thzoughout all the Camp, and -

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The two Giants ſceing their companions on p ground 
at one blow, without keeping the law of Knighthwd, came 
with their ſpeares to intounter the two god Frends, who 
did abide them without ante feare, the one with his new 
ſwoꝛd, and the other with his mate. UWhen they came fo 
make their incounter, it was a ſight wozthie to be ſeen : 
fo: euen as thogh they ſhonld ſtrike vpon a rocke, in ſuch 
ſozt the Giants moaned the Knights, paſſing the one by the 
other without ame ſtaggering. Fozthwith they returned 
with their mightie la wehions in their hands: and all of 
them at one time ſmit ſuch blowes, that it was meruaile 
they fell not all tothe ground. 

Somwhat moꝛe did the Pꝛintes ſhow themſelues, to; 
that the Tharſtan (with his heaute mace) reached on the 
helme ok his Ene mie ſuch a blow, that hee made him de⸗ 
cline his head to the ſaddle bow, and comming with ano- 
ther, if he had hit him full on the head, he had onerthzown 
him: pet (fo2 all that\be gauehim (ach a blow vppon the 
ſhoulder, that (with verie greefe) be could no moze maus 
his ſhield arme. But the Gtaunt (roaring like a Bull) 
itroke luch a blow, that (lighting vppon the Tharſtans 
helme) it made him fall vpon his kozſc necke without as 
nie ſenſe, and it ſermed that he was dead, fo2 that his hozſe

£9 without anie moze wozdsthep turned their hozſes, x 
made their incounter in the middeſt of their carrere with

The valiant Tharſian ſ&ing that it was the fürſt lance 
that he ran with in all his life. and beeing alſo befoze hys 
faire Piſtres, hee commended himſeife to Mahomet faz 
helpe, and inconntred the fierce Giant with ſuch a blow, 

that with atruncheon of the launce in his bzeaſt, he made 
him fall to the ground, ſo that hee maued neither hand oz 
fotc, with fo great wonder vnto them that were pzelent, 
that they fo:got the wondzeus blowe that was giuen by 
the warlike Gzecian : who (as though the faire Oliuta 
had been pꝛeſent) encountredthe Giant ſo ffrongly, that 
bee made him to fall cuer the hozſe crupper, pearced tho- 
rough and thoꝛough: and he was incountred iu ſuch (ozt, 
that it made him ſtagger in the ſaddle, and the Tharſtan 
failed his Wrrops with his ſtreng incounter: butm reco- 
uering binſclfe, hee taped to behold with what gallant- 
nes the Gzectan retur ned, moze eſtming him then than 
he did befoze. 

From the Cittie ”— was heard a great noyſe cf 
mirch, the people ſaying, Te haue one dinell Ic ſſe. 

The two god Frends of theſe ſtout Aartiers came

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How was the ceuragious Youth come vnto bimſcife, 
und acknawplcouinghbisecſtate, he humbled himſeite to thc 
Pziace foz his apd and ſnecour, and therewithhee lift ve 
his mace, and went tothe other Giant, who came and re- 
ceiued him with his fauchion aloft:but this veloned pont 
did trecute his blow in luch ſoꝛt, that he made his bzaines 
fle cut of the ſcull, and ou rthꝛew the Giant to p ground, 
And when he law that the @cpthtan punce wauld alight 
from his he2ſe, he came to him and ſaid: Moꝛthie knight, 
let this rcuengement be mine, foz that it toucheth me, and 
J will pꝛocure to execute it, and the rwith he leapt as ſwift 
as an Cagle vpon her pꝛayp: which cauſed all that were 
in the Cittie to maructl, andlikewiſe his Ladie, who re- 
membzed her Liſarte, and pꝛaye d Gad that he were one cf 
thoſe Bnights. 

The Gꝛccke pꝛince vſcd his aduerſarie in ſuch ſozt,that 
he could not rule his ſwoꝛd: which being percetued of the 
pꝛince ge cloſed with him, and caugyt hold on his healme 
with ſo great quicknes andſtrengih that he pulled it off, 
and rote him withall ſuch a blow, that hee guerthze hb 
him at his hoꝛſe fœte.

Wards, and (aid ; Stay pzoud king, tyou ſha't perccaue 
that thou deaict not withkmahts which do vſc to com- 
bat with are ſuch aduantage: fo2 eucrie one of hiunſcife 
is ſufficient (by the helpe of the immoztall Gods) tomake

And therewith ſhee went vnto the windowe with her 
Damſels to ſg the battaile, with moze fearcfull care then 
cer hee hadtil that time, carſing a thouſand times that 
Giant, that had done them ſo great wong, till ſuch time 
as (he did ſer comming her welbeloued Louer, who was 
the iopkulleſt man in all the wozld, foz the frudur which 
the Pzincefſe had ſent him. And when hee paſſed by the 
window,he did obe plance and made his greet ho;ſe to buw 
his knees with luch a grace, that made all the Ladies 
much affeded to him, to ſee his gallant demeanure. &f his 
entring into the field , hee put foz iudge on his part, the 
Hings bzother and his Bonne, vnto whome he had giuen 
livertte, and cauſed all the armpbe in a readineſſe it nced 
required. 

The gallant Tharſian put his hoꝛne to his mouth. ma⸗ 
king it to lonnd thacughont all the Campe, to aduiſe the 
King of his comming, who came armed with vis accuſto⸗ 
med armour, ſauing that on his ſhield there was a Ser⸗ 
pent cat r ping in his clawes a Lady which he twke from a 
acrce crowned Lyon that had her, with this Poſie.

The loued Tharſian anſwered, fairt Damſell ſay vnto

backe with ſuch dexterity, that ail who did be hold the bat⸗ 
alle greatly maruelled, that they ſo long endured in equal 
degree, without acknowledging any bettering betweene 
them. 
But ſher who received mot blowes was the faire 
Hora, Who ſeing ber Bnight belege ſuch an enemy, an 
thinking him to be the ſame he was, her colaur went and 
came in her kate diuers times, ſowing ſadnes at cucrie 
low which her knight receinen which were ſuch and ſo 
many, that il ſhe had not beer the reward of the battaile, 
be could not haue ſuſtamebdthem but reinkozcing his cou⸗ 
rage, hee gaue ſuch a blowe on the left ſide of his enemies 
helme, that it lacked little to haue cuerth2zowne bim from 
Vis hozſe, and made him to giue a fearcfuli ſhzieke with 
the ariefe thereof. 
The furious Giant did returne him an anſwere in ſuch 
ot, that it ſeemed to diſquiet him, it was ſo cruell ; there 
anew began their furious combate, ſo that it emed all the 
ſeruants of Cyclopian Vulcan were there topned together. 
The b2aue Pagan did lift vp his Mace and went to the 
gente Couer, who withitod him, and put himſelf ſo much 
le Words af the recctuing ofthe blowe, that hee could not 
(ach him but with his armes, and let fali that heaup

their ſpeares ſwift meſſengers of their ſtrengths. At ene 
time they returned with their heaup Paccs,ſcttiing ſuch 
blowes that both of them gaue ſhewe of their valo;s, 
and fell both vpon the pommels of their Saddles as dead 
men, and their hoꝛſes carried them about the field, til ſuch 
time as the Tharſian came vnto himſelfe, and like a Lion 
he went againſt his enemy, with his vttermoſt ſtrength, 
and befozec that hee recouered himſelfe from that troubls⸗ 
ſome blowe,he gane him another vpon his ſhield ſo great 
that it ſounded as though he had ſtroke vpon a bell, vzcas 
king italltopeces in his hand. Who ſeeing that it was 
not fo2 defence he let it fall, and aſſalted the 1harhan — 
fozce,and with bath his hands ſettled ſuch a blow vpon his 
ſhield, thathe made it to recoyle on his bꝛeaſt, that almof

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way whereas he went. Thoſe ofthe Cittie were not foz” 
getful, nozthe valiant Pzinces,foz in a moment they ope- 
ned the gates of the Citty,whercout came all the knights, 
and befoze them the the pillers of {inighthcod, and (ct 
vpon their enemies (who were without Captaine) ma⸗ 
king great laughter , wounding and killing with ſuch 
fo;ce,that quickly the field was witnes of their crueltie, 
all fo beſpunckled with Cilitian bloud, and in fuchlozte 
they did pꝛeſſe them, that af the cuening they had almoſt 
none to fight with, t followedthe chace vnto the leaſide: 
there it was that the Argentarians, did molt at their con- 
tent make reuzngement, and remained rich with the 
ſociies fog many peeres ; and being honoꝛed fo2eucr , thep 
returned totheir Cittp with little lolſe: pet they lew that 
day moꝛe then thirty thouſand men, befides a great num 
ber ofcaptiues, They were all amazed to ſe the Knightly 
beds ofRoticleer, Whome they eſtemed in equall degree 
with Mars. The Kings receiued them all with that cons 
tent, as they were wont to receiue ſuch as were victo2s, 
increaſing moze their top with the hope they had to know 
what they were, who ſaid that it ſhould be done in the pal- 
lace. Whenthe gentle Liſarte cauſed to cut off the Pagans 
head, and made his Page to keep it lil he came at the Pals 
lace, whither they went And being all ſet down, the vali⸗ 
ant Tharſian roſe vp, with the head in his hand, went z 
uünceled down befoze his Lady, who was theiopſulleſt wa- 
nan intte wozld, ſaying. Sir night, lupicer reward pou

von | will not binde my ſelfe thereunto, neither doe J bes 
cue that ik J ſhould venter my life fo2 you if would bee a

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him to moꝛtallbattatle. Then he told them the eccaſton ot 
the baifatle,4the agreement, whereat they all maruelled. 
But the faire Dꝛinceſſe becan, fe ſhe would not be tagrates 
full fo; that which the thy knighets hav done fo: her, (410 
with aloueraigne grace. Melbeloued Kozd Jamcen⸗ 
tent , you knowe that if J toncd you, J doe loue peu

treubled this tender Ladie, that the connerſation of the 
Ladies was nothing pleaſant vato her, all her content is 
now to conferre with her couftn the Ducheſſe, and Alcita 
(foʒ { was the Damſell called) about her vnknobon bes 
loued. Alciſa comfozteb her with manie examples of La- 
dies, who merelp hid their amozous grœfe, and obtained 
a quiet and honourable end, as the faire Ohuia, g the woz⸗ 
fhie Claridiana: foz ſaith ſhe, in the ſea of Leue they alone 
can tell how to ſaile in faire weather, that patiently ens 
dure the tempeſts, knowing _ in the end they ſhall at- 
taine the deſired poꝛt. J my Alcila (ſaid the Pzinceſſe) if 
there were ame hope of obtaining, if were ſomwhat like: 
but foz a Ladie to loue, and take delight in her owne af- 
icon, the beloued not knowing her faith, what comfort 
can ſuTaine her? 02 expzeſſing firft her @ifectton, how can 
it be but ſhe erreth againſt y modeſt ozber of Kavies, who

Yet thus ſhe doth my hart reward, 


The Duke of Pauier did carrie his ſhield, and another 
Noble-man his helme. When they came to their ſtands 
ing, manie Knights as wel Naturals as Strangers (des 
{irous of honour) came fozth entothe Juſts. The Duke 
of Soma was the firlt that began, againſt whom came a 
French Knight called Raymiro, on whom all people fixed 
their eyes, They each aſſaulted other with the fozce of 
their armes andſwiftnesof their hozſe, till in the middeſt 
of the great place they made their incounter ſo mightely, 
that the Duke failed one ſtirrop, pet paſſed by, and ouer⸗ 
th;ew the Frenchman with a great fall vnto the ground, 
Then thep greatly eſt&med the Duke of Soma, foz that 
the French Knight was knowen to be valiant, Then 
came foꝛth a @paniſh Knight, called the tout Salandrio, 
who claſping well his legs, went againſt his Contrarie, 
where they made terrible encounters: the Spaniard loſt 
his repnes, which was the occaſion fo2 them that knew 
him the moze to eſteeme the Duke of Soma. They reco⸗ 
aered each of them again a great ſpeare, and with double 
courage aſſaulted one the other, that the people were all 
in doubt, till that in the midſt of their courſe thep incoun⸗ 
red in ſuch ſozt, that the ſtrong Spaniard loft his ſaddle, 
andthe French - man his ſtirrops: pet in recouering, ber 
icapt vp on his hozle againe verie lightly , gining great 
content vnto his Ladie, who was iopfull of that which 
yer gallant Knight had done. She was talking with the 
fare Oroſia, who was deſirous to ſee what her Pzince 
could do. 
Then the Duke of Soma left the Lyſt,and gaue place 
on the bꝛaue Duke of Pera, who foz that he was in diſs

Wzother. She was verie faire, and called Liciana,nothing 
a græued to be beloued of ſuch a knight, making fhcw of 
her affcction vpon all occaſions, Mo this great Ceurt dio 
the punce of Phrigia tome, be ing ayong knight 4 of great 
ſcrength: who tranelling to ſeeks aduentures, Heard of 
triumphs, and purpoſed to ſhew his Knighthod, @he- = 
ther came alſothe King of Carthage, called Pontenio, a 
valtant Youth, end of the race of Giants. The pzince 
Riendarte of hi ygia, when hee ſaw the great beautie ot 
the pꝛince ſſe, affected her entyꝛelp, but diſſe mbled it till he 
had made ſhe wol his perſon, 

The Chailengers were the Dukes of Soma and Pera, 
and great pꝛizes were ozdainedby the Bing tobe giuen to 
the beſt Deſeruer. The Juſtes were oꝛdained to begin 
the firſt of May, and end at Þidſammer, by which time 
they expected the pzince Clauerindoes comming. 

When the appointed time was come, it ſermed that Pa- 
ris Was a celeſtiall Cittie, ſo much and ſs excelent muſike 
was heard therein. Lehe ſame dape carly the Bing ban⸗ 
quetted all the pzinces, that they might haue time foz the 
Juſtes: which banquet ended, the Challengers armed 
themſelues, and came foꝛth confozmable to their eſtates, 
Both hadgreene armour full of Flower de Luces, 4 mas 
nie pꝛecious ſtones amongſt them, with their cappariſons 
of the ſame: each had to attend them ſtftie pages in green 
veluet, cut vpon gold Tinſell. Intheir ſhields was all 
their difference ; the Duke cf Soma fo2that he liued bels 
ued, had on his ſhield his Ladie painted, with a crowne of 
fragrant lillies on her head, and this poſie fo2 the bozder,

Ye rode gallantly fozwards, making obeyſance fo the 


Ladies the high Conltavle of France carrying his ſhicle 
and (pears, f 
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guerthꝛow. Then did they ſound an infinite number of 
inſtruments, and (being alote) the Pw ze mounted on his 
hazſo v without putting ante fote in lirrop. 

There hee did tarrie the comming fo2th of the other 
Maintainer of the Lyſts: who came foꝛth with ſo much 
cholar, that all ſtood ill to behold him: and not without 
ſome doubt to the faire Liciana, fearing to ſe him in ſome 

crill, 

: They encountred with the ſwiffncs of their hozſes, > 
ſoyned ſhiuering their ſpeares info (mall ſplinters, # paſ- 
ſed by well fetied, Other ſpeares they tooke, and dpd the 
ke, till fuch time as the Booze being angrie at ſo much 
delay, choſe a gre at ſpeate, and incounteredthe couragis 
dus Duke fo ſtrongly, that it did not pꝛofite him fo be bes 
loued oz amozons, but he mull come to the ground: nep⸗ 
ther went the Pagan free, but receiued one of the greateſt 
encounters that euer he luſtained in all his life, ſo that ii 
he had not embzaced his hozſes necke, he had falne aſwell 
as the Duke did. But in ſetling himſelfe, he be gan to da 
manie gallant trickes in the field, at the ſounding of the 
inſtruments. 

In ſuch ſozt be behaued himſelfe, that befoze evening 
hc onerthzew tothe ground moze than thirtic well appzws 
ned knights, wherebp hee was eftcemed to bee one ok the 
moſt valtanteſt knights in all the wozlv, And foz thatit 
Was verie late, there was not anie Pzince of wozthines 
97 1 that would make pꝛofe of his valoz till the 
next dap. 
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Mith great care was the diſcreet Alciſa all that dape as 
bout that which ſhe had pꝛomiſed vnto the Pzincefſe Ori- 
lalinda, and fo2 to put it in eſfed, ſhe intended the next day 
[0 goe fw2th bntothe place appointed between her andthe 
{rendly knights. Who (ſo ſone as they were fw2th of the 
Cittie) went with their Pages into the wodtoreft thems 
lelues, whereas befoze they did eate. | 
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grace of his Ladie, his blowes were moꝛtal, ſo that in ten 
courſes hee ouerthꝛew eight Knights dead to the ground: 
fill ſuch time as on the one ſide of the place, came in that 
ſtout Pagan'Pontenio King of Carthage, all in blew ar- 
mour with white bends, and mounted vppon a mightie

Df this Moe ſpeaketh Artemidoro, who made pzo-

This ingly Poe tauſed much expectation of valt- 
antnes at fight of his perſon : who entring the Eyſt foke 
a great ſpeate, and ſpurring his fterce hozſe, they came:

it may be the Empꝛeſle of Trapiſonde, oz the pœreleſſe 
Jutene of Lira, who hath taken that armour , and pittys

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The night being well ſpent, they returned vnto p Cit, 
fie, and lighted at a houſe, whereas they left thepꝛ hozſes 
in god ozder: ſo they pulled off their helmes, and wyth 
their ſtrong habergins whichthep woze and their words 
they Went fozth to walk: and fog that there was ſo much 
people, thep were not loked at, neither their entring into 
the Pallate marked, whereas the bzaue Spaniard con, 
tented himſelfe with the ſight of his Ladie and Miſtres, 
and vnder ſtod the ſacceſſe of the Juſtes, with purpoſe to 
returne thether within two dapes.

Then ſir knight peu are he that exccedeth 
the pztnce of Phrigia in laue. Pot him alone anſwered the 
youthful pzince, but all the wolte: ard vpon this 1 wil en- 
tor into the field with all the wazld, owe am J glad an⸗ 
[weredthe Damſell foz that you ſhal haue reed of Alciſa. 
And hob is it y he mult haue ne? ſaidthe Dacian, What 
are yon ſo much in faucur with the Pzinceſſe touching 
this knight, it is due to our di ſire in pzocuring her tötent 
with the earneſt truth ok our ſoules? 3 ſhould doe veriee⸗ 
11 wo:thp knights (ſaid the Damſcil) if 3 knewnotiny 
voty theringt J wil put mp life in hazard fo2 your cotents 
and fo; that you ſhalbe certiſtod of al, know that pour cons 
19 is beloued my Miſtres affeceth him witheut kuow 
ing who he is. there is no ned to keep in ſecret who pe are. 
— 2 And 
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companions, and that he was but one onely, dzew their 
lw6o2ts and went to him. 

But this warlike pouth ſo behaued himſelfe amongſt 
them, that he ſtroke the ſecond ſuch a blow vpon the arme 
that arme and ſ wo d fell both to the ground, who ſceing 
him ſelfe lamed, he beganne to cry ont and runne into the 
kozreſt, Whereas within a while after he peelded vp the 
ghoſt: the other two purpofing to be reuenged, they al⸗ 
ſalted him.

This amoꝛous Toriſmunde reioyced in his ſoule when 
hee ſawe the Damſell and knewe her, and ſaid vato her 
with great content, thoſe falſe Knights faire Damſell did 
not ſo much eſteeme you as I doe, that ſo ag aint pour hos 
no; and mpcontent would haue diſpicaſed pu. Thankes 
be to God Sir Unight, and pour ren gth ſaid ſhe, Which 
gaue them their papment as thopdelerued, and accozding 
to my will, which hall bee alwaies readp in whatſoe yer 
fo; pour content. At this time came the wozthy Dacian 
With bis ſweo2d in his hand, Whereat they did not a lle 
lzugh: and the Damſell luis unto him, It well appea- 
reth fir knight, who hath moſt care to doe mee keendſh 
fog if 3 ſhould haue tarcied fo2 you , J beleeie mine hand:

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This gallant Carthaginian entred to be looked on: and 
alter her had compaſſed the Court, with a flerce counte⸗

eaſe: and all ofher matters he wiſheth pon to leaue to 
his power, fo2 that he will der therein as foz my ſeife , ©5 
without farrying any anlwere ſhee rekurned like the

Ah {peat no ſuch 
thing anſwered Griſalinda, fo2 to imagine it isa greyucus 
oſf-nce to my reputation. There can be no offence nos 
danger laid the Damſell, ſeeing you loue and they knowe 
the plate. Foz you hal vaderſt and, that veſternight they

that iopfall obig. U Unto whom, the two nights pen 
they paſſed by) did their obeplance with a ſcu rte! goals 
lantnes: whereat the Ladies did ſom: What ra! e them⸗ 
ſelues from their ſeates. The dilcreet Alciſa dir very wel 
know them, fo2 that the (aw them armed in the Foreſt! 
and now hauing occaſton to ſpeake fo rh Enightes, fo; 
that the paſſionated Pʒinceſſe did aſke her if thee knew? 
them? ſhe anſwered ;: Bavam, J do know them: foꝛ he 
with the Pellican is that hap pie Knight of the blacke ars 
mour, to whom are due all god aduentures in the wozld, 
and whom ok right Jam bound to ſcrue foꝛ that he did not 
one lp deliuer me peſterdap from death, but did alſo defend 
my honour from feure rude knights that were deftrons ts 
ſpople it: andinpayment of their boldnes he ſlew them, 
giuing me afterwatds plainly to vnderſtand, that he dott 
liue 
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kreuble other Knights that would iuſt: fo2 they that da 
de maund battell in generall Juſtes, make ſhow asifthey

Aith this the wozthie Dacian came fo the vidozious

ſwered the PG ze) that it might be from the Tut, 4 
content, You vnderſtand me right ſaid the Daclan, t t 
be at your pleaſure: andthcrewith they went into p great 
Court, taking big ſpeares with bzight lie heads: fo 
that all had great regard vatotheir intounters, andimas 
gined that the knights were of great fozce. 

Being in the great Court, they came to weete with (0 
mightie incounters,that it ſeemed vnto all ano vnto them⸗ 
ſelues eſpeciallp, that their armour had bꝛoken to pœccs.

All remained greatly delighted with the Deulte on his 
held, as wel as at his gallant diſpoſition: fo in howing 
it he put himſelfs to encounter with the Dacian, parting 
the one from the other with the lightnes of their hozſes, & 
mating in the middeft of their courſe, they gaue heauie 
blowes, but they paſſed with great ſwiftnes without ante 
moutng; the like hapned at the ſecond and third courſes, 
Then taking new launces, they encountred ſo ftronglye,

apze, and they meeting together with their hozſes, it ſeem⸗ 
d as though a great houſe had fallen downe, And by rea⸗

{02 they all affected him verie much. By this time the va⸗ 
Hänt Spaniard had left his loue- trance, ę ſeœing his frend 
a'ote, ſpurred his hozfe with ſuch grace, that the ſight of 
the ladies followed him. When hee came to Heleno, hee 
intreated him to gine place, that he might as well mani⸗ 
(eſt his ſtrength, as he had ſhowen his loue , The Daciars 
departed the place,andthe Spaniard witha great ſpears 
his hand put him ſelke at the lyfts end. 
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the Pwozersfourned moze furious than a lyon, hee made 
ſhow as though he would ſtand and abide him, andat the 
time he ſhould receine the blow, hee ſpurredfozwaid hys 
light hoꝛſe, and made him ata ſpꝛing to enter ſo mgh,that 
the Maze could not ſteike him, but with the hilt and pom- 
mell of his ſwoꝛd: and although it was ſuch a blow as the 
Dacian felt, pet it was moze troubleſome foz the Poze, 
fo2 that hee felt his wzilt thereby greatly pained.

It cauſcdthelatics to laugh at that which thoſe tos 
knights would defend: but the.anſwere they remitted te

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[off his right ite andin ama; of {1s wte „ becauſe 
be would not fall, he made a foule wauering, Which was 
ene of all, but purpoſiag to make amendes fo2 the 
(ame, he twke another great ſptare, and went againſt the 
Tartare;and entountted him with ſo great fo2ce, that the 
vertd Hoe, loſt his Baddle, and the Tartare his reines, 
which Was the occaſion that his hoꝛſe carried him verpe 
ugh vato the Chariot, but in recouering them, hee made 
bir returne, and did a thouſand gallant trickes withhim, 
x! the which were pleaſing actions fo the heart or the faire 
Cr1/anca , Whocould not chuſe but ſay, This knight faire 
Tobin, ſemeth much like vnto him that yeſterday had the 
p2aiſe of the Juſtes.

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Che cunning Poze that firſt did Juſte, was making 
himſelfe ready, tarrping to ſee who would come fzth then 
entred into the field the curteons Andronio, Pzince of 
Tartaria, mounted on his light hozſe with the armoꝛ which 
the wiſe man had ſent him, which was all gilt, and ther, 
on placed manp Serpents of curious wozke, and on hyg 
ſhield, which wasof the ſame colour of his armour , am

All the Ladyes and knightesfirt their eyes on him in 
ſceing his gallant chape, who paſſing befo2e the chariot, 
made his hozſe kricele downe, with fo gallant a grace that 
p moſt did affect him, butnone moze regarded him tha the 
Pꝛinceſſe of Holland Griſanea, who by ſœing him, peelded 
in ſuch ſozt, that the began to be angry with her ſelfe, fo; 
that (he was ſo bold to ſpeake euil of Loue the night pall, 
Uerie quickly ſhe made ſhew thercof,fo2 turning vnto the 
Ladies ſhe ſatd, Let vs haue god hope in this knight that 
will better defend our beautie than thoſe that are pait 
with the affection wherewith the ſpoke it, it didplatnelg 
appeare that it did come from her heart, and there with 
the bzane French Lady ſaid: A pꝛap Gos Lady e cofin, that 
the fozce of the knight ot the Serpents bee alone to mate 
free the paſſage , and not to leaue ſome of vs without l 
bertte. 

The Yollandefſe did well vnderſtand her meaning 
but ſhe diſlembled, and anſwered cleane contrarie to the 
matter, ſaying : pꝛap God that he be ſufficient to caule 
them lo ſurrender their armour vnto our guarders.

occaſion than is this wee haue ſ&@ne, to frte this paſſage, 
els we ſhould haue berne dꝛiuen to ſœke others.

It were not amiſſe Coſin Cciſaneaſſaid the amozous 
French Lady) ſeing with what affection pou have taken 
that dagger, that hee which hath giuen porta gift , ſhould 
carrie inte place thereotfan other from vs, being bound 
thereunts. The faire Dutches in the behalf of ths Moe, 
did helpe to take a rich Jewell from the neck of the PIO 
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che to the courage of pour hearts, in attempting ſo doubf- 
full an enterpꝛiſe: do you two aſſaile thoſe that are beſoꝛc 
end 3 will pzwue my foztune with thole Giants behinde. 
Onthis they agreeed, and the Dacian was the firſt y ap- 
p20ached with his furious hoaſe : at the noyſe whereof 
the twa Giants turned about, and ſceing him alone, they 
thought him a verp Fole, and one of them onely went a- 
ga int him, whom the Pzince in the incounter euer thꝛe w 
dead to the ground. By this the two valiant Lovers had 
entred baktell with the other foure, with ſuch a noyſe as if 
there had been an hoaſfof Knights, The Dacian heard 
this furie, being in tombat withthe ather Giant, e conſt⸗ 
2cring what need his Frends hadof helpe, hee haſted the 
baftell, giuing fhe giant ſuch a blow vpon the helme, that 
he tote his ſenſe from him: e thinking he had been dead, 
he entred like a Lion amongſt the Giants and nights, 
ſaping: Upon them ſtout and valtant ünights, foz they 
are vile people, and to ſe w to withſtand our fozces, That 
f-enoly voice was heard aſwell olß twopzinces, as cf the 
Lanesthat were inthe Chariot, who iudged them to be 
theilt loners, acco2ding vatothe knighthod they ſhewed. 
Af this time the Giant which the Dactanouerthzew, had 
» Tecouered his heauie fawchion, and with moztall furye 
tame tothe Tartarian, ſtriking him ſuch a wonterfull 
blo, that he made him fall on his hozſe necke, vopding 
b at his noſe and earcs:; Then paſſing fo: wards, hee 
cane vntothe two Pozes, e ſaid; away with the ladies 
roultke, while my fellowes kepe theſe diueliſh Anights 
vuſted. Do the king of Cyprus, his Cauſin and the Giant, 
went vntothe Chariot, and twke each or them a ladie,la- 
merting couldnotauaile them. Pet in this haſt the king 
| of Cyprus toe not his belaued Dutehes, but the pꝛintelle 
el France, with whom like an Eagle ſpurring his furious 
b0;\r, he wen directly towards the (ca ide, The migh- 
| Uo Giant toke faz his lot, her whom Apollo wonld baue 
besen ka; himbeike, foz with hum he carried the beauteous 
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The firſt Booke of the third Part 


{old pe befoꝛe he earneſtly loued Oroſia Duches of Saiioy, 

And fo that occafion neuer fitted him to declare his lone 
bntoher,he determined to ſteale her awap being boldi1c> 
by his great fozce, and the ſtrength of foure moſt valiant 
Giants that he bzought with him, and aceuſin of his that 
was the N night at the Paſſa ge, and ambuſhing the rc lt of 
bis Compante nigh vnto the Meuſe of pleaſmie whether 
the Ladies went. 

Theſe were thoſe that the mightp Andronio cnerthzc to, 
who intending reuenge, iepned with the Giants and am⸗ 
buſhed Knights : and this was the nopſe that the Pzinces 
followed to the freſh and greene field, where the Wartart 
an requeſted that hee might cleere the paſſage foz the ia, 
dies: and hauing ended ſo greatly to his honoz, keing ioy- 
fall of that rich ie well, he returned vnto the knights, and 
gaue them knowledge of all ttzat had ſuccteded, which ve- 
lighted them verie much, byreaſon of their frendſhip con 
farmed withthe Marfarian, @o he alightev to reſt hym⸗ 
ſelfe, andtarried til it was night, that they might ali th 
goe together to the houſe, 

The faire Bone had ſcarce begun to impart her light 
receiued of tho Sunne, whentbeſe thꝛee Frends rid toy 
wardsthe honſe cf pleaſure: pet being viicertaine cf the 
way, they wandꝛedttil it was almoſt miduiggt. and then 
came into a mightic great field, where they beheld trauel⸗ 
ling a V:rie faire Chariot, and befoze it two moſt furious

two knights,who ſeemed to ve of great ſtrength and after

Which becauſe it hath been on that 
faire necke, added abilitic tomy weake ſtrength, and bol⸗ 
dens me to requeſt pe that J may wear it as your knight, 
in whoſe name J wil execute all mp doings, The Lady 
was veric iopous in ſe ing him che loued to ber the Knight 
that ſuctoured her, ſald; } crave pardon wozthic pꝛince, 
inthat J haue not intreated pou accozving to pour deſert: 
buf Jamexcuſable, by reaſon J knew pou not. All is ſa⸗ 
tifaed laldthe Poince, ik yeuaccept me into pour ſeruice. 
Yon aſke quickepayment (repited the Peincefſe) but lett 
pou Youln convene meokingratitude, let it be accozding 
to your with, This iopfull Youth did perfozce kiſſe her 
band, washing them with teares thꝛough the content he 
re tceſued: which nothing groued the Pꝛince ſſe, when ſhe 
ab with what affection he did it, accempt ing her ſelk haps 
pt?, to he be loued of ſuch a pꝛince. The which this ceura⸗ 
£1015 Pouth perceiuing, and incited bp their ſolitarie bees 
10,0 latd vatoherhalſe trembling, Faire pzinceſſe, at- 
ter all this happineg it would greeveme, if Fojtune (en⸗ 
upingmpgod) chould tread downe my glozie, and beſtow 
it on another: you might if vou pic ale (dune ano place ſq 
ittinn) effure mee of happines, and rid mee ot all doubt.

whoſe ſhzikes the Tartar recoucring his ſenſe, followe 
the Giant as faſt as his hoꝛſe could runne, thozough a by, 
ſhi: way vnto a great plain, where he ouertoke him two 
howers befo2e day, andere the Giant could fet down the 
Ladie, he ſmit him fo raſh a blow, that the pzince fe was

The noyſe was 
ſuch, that it cauſed the frembling Ladie fo come the ſoner 
fo her ſelfe: and beholding the battell, Thee perceinev the 
night fought fo2 her libertie againſt that monſtrous Giz 
ant, wherfoze on her knees ſhe deſired the giuer of &r?qth 
koſtrengthen him. TUhen the Tartarian ſaw the prarly Þ& 
teares diſtill from her ſun-bzight eyes, with the poynt of I 
his ſwozd hee went againſt the furious Giant, who wyth 
bis fawchion aloft came towards him, but bp reaſon ofthe = 
ſwiftnes of his hoꝛſe, he thault his ſwozd{nfo the Gigun 
bode, and dꝛa wing it backe dzew ſwopthhis life withall, 
the Giant falling tothe ground with ſo fearfull a crie that 
the pꝛinceſſe frembled, though the were freed bythe Gi⸗ 
ants death. TUith no ſmal toy the pꝛince alighted £ cont 
foꝛte d her, when he be held it was his beloned Kadie, and 
pullingoff his helme, he diſtouered his face, beeing high 
coloured wich the heatc ofthe battell, No leſſe iopful was 
the faire pznceſſe, in ſteing him ſo well pꝛopoꝛtioned 
a knight: who when he came vato her, Unteled downe* 
laid. Reteiue faire pzince ſſe this ſmal ſeruice, with mot 
intire god wil than my tung can expeefſe. Then anſwe⸗ 
red the affected Ladie: Ualiant Knight, ſo much haue be 
done,fyat J can no va reward pe but by publiſhing your 
fozee, Which is the mightleſt that J haue ſtene: q fo; that 
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your pꝛap, the ſame will toſt vou your heads, And there⸗ 
withall they ſmit t wo ſuch blowes, that they made them 
leaue their Ladies: and fozchwith there was betweene 
them a ſightly batte ll, foz that the Moes were the valts 
anteſt in all their Countrey, And koz that the Spaniard 
did make battell befoze his Ladie, (fo at p time he knew 
her) he made ſo great haſt, that he ouerthzew him at hys 
et, and lighting from his hoꝛſe, he cut off his head, at the 
ſame inſtant that the Dacian had giuen a mozfall weund 
vnto his Poe, ouerthzowing bim with a great fall vpon 
his backe, and by and by hee peelded vp the ghoſt, Theſe 
fwoperfect Frends when they law their wozk done, went 
vntathe Ladies with their helmes off.

did leaue his griene armour, by counſell of the Damſeil 
that the Wiſeman ſent: and there with declared hee vnto 
them all his paſled eſtate, and who he was, whereof ſhe& 
was v:rictopfull, There they ioyned hands, to which con⸗ 
tkrad the Tartarian and Orilancatame, who were recei⸗ 
wed with exceeding toy, the French P2incelle eſpeciallpe 
—— to (her Couſin Oriſanca ſa quickly chaun⸗ 
ged. 
The wozthle Spaniſh Paince pulled off his armour, 
and laidit aſide: being vnarmed, he ſemedone of the fai⸗ 
tell perlonages in all the woꝛld, which was a new ſnare, 
cauſe the gentle French Ladie the moze to loue hy.

{11d the peu are to foz ward, and if J thought ame miſbe⸗ 
hauiour in me cauſed this boldnes iu you, J would let ont 
that lightnes with my life, Thi fe wozds and the ſharpe⸗ 
nes of their deliuerie, fo wounded the Tartarian, that he 
fell ſenflesonthe pꝛinceſſes lap: who ſeeing him in 5 caſe, 
Was readie fo beare him companie, but with teares i cry⸗ 
ings ſheretalled hm, and he reniuing, fatd, Ah hapleſſe 
Tartatie, twice bereft of thy naturat Loꝛd, who by diſs 
daine in France is ſeaped on bydeath. Oh my valtant and 
new Frends, no moze ſhall Jcontentedlp retoyce wyth 
pou. And pou (cruckl Ladie) may triumph in his death, 
that hath defended pour honoꝛ and life. Ah wozthie knight 
laid ſhe, God knowes what ſezrow A ſuffer, fo2 that with 
my honour Jcannot wozke your content, there being ſuch 
d. fferentce in our Religions: pet rather than you ſhal thus 
afflict pour ſelt, ſweare to me to be bapliſde, and 4 do pl 
my whole eſtate into pour hands. Expꝛeſſe { cannot the

The warlike Gzeke went dirediy 
where as the great knight was in battaile, and without 
ſtap(fo2 that he imagined he was a Kauer) he gaue him 
o frong a blow, that he almoſt deuided himin two parts, 
and cucrthzew him at the forte of his enemp,leauing bim 
muy amazed to ſe ſo fartous a blowe, And hauing no 
noze time, ſcking ſo gaod ſuttour and the voz ie at hand,

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At that time the affiictcd Lady did fee, that thepentced

vp againe, and returned on his enemto,and defenved that 
part: but inthe other parks, there were ſo many moe tha 
be had, that his knightes beganne to bee diſmaid and td 
retyze to the Caſtic on the pope, and defended the Tabbin 
Whereas the Lady was, who gang ſuch chzeekes that they 
reached vatothe heauens, And he who nener kanled them 
that called vpon him in their necciſitie, did apde them: In 
that there came direaly vntothem the inchaunted ſhip of 
the thzx couragious Punces, Roſicleer, Meridian and the 
heroycke Tropan, that was going vnto the kingdome ek 
Lacedemonia: Who with the ſtozmes at Sea came that 
way,whereas the baftaile was.

Jom cal - 
led Roſicleer, and by an other name the knight of Cupid, 
the greateſt friend to the Tartar Zoylo,and you daue made 
ne nat a little maruell in ſaying that he is dead. 

Aith ſtrange content went the curteous Andronio ko 
kifſe the hands of the warlike Greelce : who not admit- 
ing ſuch coſtly curteſte , rayſed him from the ground, res 
maining imbzaced ok the Tartare : who with the iop hee 

yoceiucd thereof, ſaid: 3 will not ventrons Pꝛince the 
k110Wwing ofpou be without gimng part ofthe top vnto mp 
welbeloued Paincefſe,' Whohauing heard that þ Greci⸗ 
an pe Ince was there, came fo2th and humbled her ſelfe to 
Roſicleer giuing him and his Companions hearty thanks 
{02 their apd. He graciouſly entertained her, pet was hee 
verie impatient to heare of the death of Zoylo, inquiring 
of Andronio gbout the circumſtances: who hauing tolde 
them, Roticlecr vowed reuenge, wherefo Meridian q O- 
ri/tidc5s P2oniſed their helpe, But the G:eeke pzinces ſoz⸗ 
row being perceiued bythe Tropan, he alfred their com⸗ 
munication, and incited them to know of the knights that 
were pzifoncrs, who was that mightie ppzate 2 and like⸗ 
wiſe who faire Griſanea was:? Df the laſt Androm o re⸗ 
ſolucd them, in manner as peu haue heard: certekping 
them beſide of the pꝛince Don Heleno, whereatthe Greek 
did not a little reiopce, ſoʒ that ſince the p left Tinacria, h 
neuer heardof him. 

Nobo touching the Rouer, 2 {night that was pziſoner 
env one that ſoemed a pꝛincipall in that Crue, ſayd ; Un- 
derſtand wozthie Anighte, that the deadKnight and Ow⸗ 
ner of theſe ſhips and diuers other that range this Coal, 
** furtons Bruncaldo, a great Rouer, and feared of 

all theſe Jlands: fo that he was L099 of one hereby, al-

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Boleauing the Ships with god watch and ward, he 
returned vnto their owne,and met at the enfrie their two 
god krendg: whereas when they were together, the va 
liant Tartare pulled off his helme and went directly vn, 
tothe Oz! e and ſaid. Warlike knight, let my foztune 
be ſo god that 3 map know whom map giue honoz to, as 
the reltozer of my life, in knowing who port are, andthe 
like of pour companions. Gentle knight: {an{wered the 
beloned of Olivia) we are ofthe countrie of Greece , any 
knights of fs littie lame that if w2e ſy3uldtell pou, Wee 
ſhould not thereby be knowen. Dh mfghtie lupicer, with 
a great vice ſaid the curteous Arlen ) , is it peſſible 
Chat 3 haue fo great good in my Ship: and that thsſe who 
hathvoentured their lines fo2 my libertte, ace of that hays 
pie Tonatrp wherethe Sepulcher of mp vnfoztunate Cay 
ſin Zoylo is: wozthy knight do not deny me pour names, 
{o2 you ſhall declare it vnto him that is the greateſt frend 
to all Grecia. J amthe happie Andronio in that J haue 
met with pau, and Coſin to Zoylo a deare frend tothe 
Grectan Pꝛintes, andnow by my foztune oz better to ſay 
miſfoztune , foz lacke ot ſuch a Colin, J am come to bee 
King ofthe people of Tartarp. Andaow ſince J haue 
told pou my name and who Jam, and with what ſecurity 

you may tel me pours : doe not deny it me, fo2 3 doe ima⸗ 
nine that vnder theſe armours goeth ſome or the P2zinces 
of Grecia. The herspcke Roſicleer pulled off his helme 
and diſcouered his faire face, being bound by the good reas 
ſons of the Cartare, pet douvtfull of that he told 1 
the death of his belourd frend Zoylo:and he ſaid, valiant 
Andronio, it ſhall be an vniuſt part to hide who wee are 
vnto him that ſo piainelp hath giuen vs to vnderſtand of 
bis doings and who he is, we are boundts doe the like, {3 
thatin knowing pou ſhall recetue content, ova tell you, 
This knight pointing to Meridian) ts Meridian Paince 
ofthe Scithlans. And this knight is the warlike Ori 


des the Tropan, and Jam one ok thoſe pzinces of * 
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ſells, and ſo the reit in oꝛder. In this ſozt they aſcended the 
ſteps, making as if they reiopced in their botte, till ſuch 
time as they were in the highelt part of the Caſtle, vnſu⸗ 
yected. When they came there, the twodefozmed giants 
(vnarmed) did recejue them, verie toyfull that their bꝛo⸗ 
ther in law was come, although arceues that hee was (0 
(922 wounded: neuertheies (ſaid they) Wee will pꝛeſent 
this Ladie to the Wife of Bruncaldo. But ſaid the greateſt 
Giant, 3 had rather deale with him that had ſo much pow⸗ 
er to wound my Lo2d and Bzother, Briano aunſwered:

The diſguiſed knights receiued great iop toſo with what 
diſcretion Briano pꝛotceded in his buſines, and eſfleemed 
vnn las inderd he was fo be a perfect god man and a mit 
Knight,” . | | 

\Zhe Gꝛetian pꝛinte made a ligne vnto Oriſtides and 
Meridian, that each of them with foure of thoſe Anights 
ſhould (Is t62d%h they went fog ſome other matter) toks 
the gates dr the two towers, while he and the Tartarian 
with the two Giants x che viſcreefe Briano, went vnto the 
higher tower, leading the pzinceſſe and her damſels as ik 
the p had been pꝛiloners, to the great tontentmont of the 


Giants. 

Herre might the twocouragious pꝛinces haue tonclu⸗ 
de d this aduenture without ante moleſt ation, but they at ⸗ 
comptedit baſe and vopde of Anighthad, to aſſ nile them 
without armour: therefoze they paſſed fozwards with all 
their compante, till they enteredintothe great Court, at 
Whole rich wozkmanſhip the all wondzov.

ried his Siſters ; and in that Caſtle he hath manie miſe, 
rable pꝛiſoners.

The beſt 
meanes to take the JlandCr Anights, is to haue pour ſhip 
fowed as ik ſhe were taken, and to put ont at gur tops the 
common Enſigne of victozie , which is Flag, with the 
Sunne ina blacke field: fo2 otherwiſe the entrie will be 
verie dilſteult, vp reaſon ot a chaine that croſleth from one 
rocke to another.

foz t Wo to po ſſe, cut out ofthe ſame tocke. At the entrit 
it had two ts wers in which the Giants lap, and moze tn 
ward was the lodging of Bruncaico,gatlanifis built, with 
tones of diners colours ; and betweene the ſe (426 (0 
ers was a large paned court, wherin fiftie Unights might 
combat on hoꝛſebacke. 

So ſone as they had ſounded victozie,they were anſthe⸗ 
red lrom both the towers with excellent inffruments, (93 
toy to receiue their Lo2d,and to warne them t hat kept ths 
chaine to open it, which was pzeſently dene: whereat the 
pzinces greatly reiopced, and thanked the night, bo 
(lifcing vp his viſoz) told them on the ſhozc that their loꝛd 
was ſoze wounded, With this they landed, alcendiug by 
by two and two! firſt Briano Lhe night ol the Caſtle and 
the valiant Gꝛecian, after them the pꝛincelle and Paw 
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of the Myrrow of Knighthood. 


Trebatio would not haue of them anie vantage, he again 
did: tabs pour armour furious beaſts, fo2 there with you 
ſhall haue enough to do to delitier your ſelues out of our 
hands.

— their armour, and in the meane time they came to 
emſeluts. And tonſtdering they were by two knights 
—— they blaſphe med their Bods, and haſting to 
arme one another, the elde t ſaid. Tarrie a little pe cao- | 
fine people, and you ſhall ſ& how dere J will make you 0 
buy this treaſon, When they were armed, ſhaking their ; 
bꝛight fawchions, they came againſt them all. Roticlecr 
Wag a Biitght of great patience, but the pꝛowd words of 
the Giant had ſoearneltip angred him, that it made hin 
lay thus. Foz that you ſhal vnderſtand how J ellck ene pe. 
come both topntly to me, and pou (hall ünde mp deeds dik⸗ 
fer from my woꝛds: and ther with he let five thi oꝛ foure 
blowes aloft, which made them ſoke defence fo2 they: 
beads, When he ſawthem loke ale, he gaue the vong⸗ 
er Giant ſuch an oucrthwart blow an his thigh, that hee 
ut him to the boane: but the other Siaunt reached hym 
with the poynt of his ſawchion vpon his ſhoulder, that it 
made him top with his hands to the ground. Tho pins

Che pzinces gazed not at anie thing, leaſt the Gyanty 
chuld ſaſpec them, Who gaped ſs on the peine ſces beauty 
that they put her in great feare with their vgly counter; 

Then they entred into the hall, which ſemedto bee 
fit foz an Emperour, the c&ling being full of gold u lone 
of rich pzice. The Wife of Bruncaldo being ther, moues 
not when ſhe miſſed her Lozd: but (as fall of pꝛide as ty, 
rannie) ſaid.

This chance much 
greued the Gzectan, but it could not be reme died, and (a; | 
ing all was diſcouered, he put the Ladies behinde him, 
dzew his \ſwozd. The waathfull Tartarian Was deter mi⸗ 
ned to aſſaile the Giants: who ſeeing the death of their d 
ſter, and how they were betraid, came towards the eim 
ces with their fawchions aloft, To whom the Grecian 
ſaid; Stand falſe Rnightes, foz wee are not accuſtomed 
ts fight with vnarmedmen: put on your armour, fo; the 
woꝛthie arme that toke away pour bzothers life, will al, 
ſo takeaway pours, Oh vile creatures ſaidthe Giant, 
will pou delap mp revenge while 3 put on armour: F 
would Mars and all the Gods were befoze mee, and thou 
ſhouldſt ſx 3 had no ned of armonr foz them, how much 
leſſe then foꝛ you?

bat within two months bang one toanſwere foz him. At 
ie no ſmall wzong anſweredthe Paince, that being accu⸗ 
ſed, I cannot defend my ſelke. J am the gladder (aid the 
Laby,fo2 I am willinger to puniſh ſomeother fo; your in⸗ 
inffice than pour ſelfe, becauſe my Father loues ye, Ah 
Ladle ſatd the Pzince, pou know J know the reaſon of 
this falſhod, but J will not publiſh pour fault. know 
well (aid ſhee, thou art impudently audacious ; and were 
not my Father pzeſent, J would pzeſcntly bee reuenged. 
The ingcoumannded them aſunder, till the 2 months 
v3 the triall were paſt, Pou map well gefſe at my Ladie 
Ihomirianacs grebe: who taking me into her chamber, 
(after mante ſhowers oftearcs) thus ſaid, D my faithful 
Damſell, how do the heauens deuide my life in parting 
mefrom Liuio, by the tyzannieof my cruell @ifter? Yas 
ten my death, O pou deſtinies, if A may not liue to re⸗ 
10yce with ſo loyall a Pzince :fo2 J vow if he be not Dw- 
ner or mp will, to be Deaths bꝛide ere J marrie anyother 
lining on the earth, What haſt thou got Sarmacia by this 
crüeltte? Js this my reward foz participating with thee 
my hearts ſecrets: Mell, thy gaine is, that thou haſt got 
the name ok a cruell Sifter : andmy hope is, that J ſhall 
finde one able to diſp2oue thy lalchod. After this paſſion, 
lhe coniuredme with manie ceremonious pꝛoteſtations, 
that J Could with all diligence ſeek her a knight to com⸗ 
vat her iter, whereby thee might obtaine Liuio 2 
. £ 
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MheeldeTis called Thomiriana,andthe pongeſt the faire 
»armacia: who ſo delighteth in hunting and armes, that 
the is among nights compared with the Empzeſſe la. 
ridiana. TAhen the was of age to weare armour, ſhe was 
knighted by her owne Father, and maintained a mighty 
Jules, to her efernallhonour, Oo farre was the p2ayſe 
of theſe two ſiſters ſpzed, that Liuſo the pꝛince of Laoch. 
cea (calling himſelfe the knight of the Crownes) came 
thether with one alone page, and fell in loue with o. 
miriana the eldeſt @iffer : his affedion ſo increafing, that 
he was foꝛcedto diſcouer it both to her ſelfe and to her Fa⸗ 
ther: who reiopced and the Ladie likewiſe, that he was 
affeded of ſo excellent a pꝛince. All the Court was wyth 
their tour delighted, and ſhe that moſt ſeemed to delight in 
it, was the warlike Sarmacia , Who vatipe conuerſt with 
Liuio and her Siffer, when they were in their amozous 
conuerſation, Do long ſhe dallyed in beholding their dal | 
liance, that all her thoughts were captiued with Liuioes * 
perſcdions: andthe moze ſhe ſtriued, by reaſons of wong 
agatnllt her Sifter, treſoafſe againſt her Father, and in⸗ 
lurie againſt her owne fame to luppꝛoſſe this fire, the vis 
olenfer it raged. Solitarines contents Sarnmacia, if anie 
thing could content her: but nothing can content her, till 
Luio know her hearts affectton, 20 one day as they were 
a hunting the diſcouered it to him, whercat the pꝛince vid 
not a little meruaile, but diſſembled it, gining her binde 
woz2ds, ſomewhat to quench her burning deſire: but Wi 
this noble pꝛince came vnto his 1 homiriana, he confirmed 
the faith he had giuen her, with earneſter chewes of affe⸗ 
dion than beſoze. The ielous Sarmacia was in pꝛeſence, 
and not able to indure the fight, went foꝛth and wept but 
Liuio (like a conſtant pꝛinte) the moze to aſſure his ho- 
miriana, demaundgd her of her Father in marriage: who 
eudly grauntꝛdit. But when the pzince would haue kil 
led the kings hands as a Father, p furious Sarmacla ſtept 
betwene them, and ſald: Louing father, it is net an 
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repoeut d. At this time they be ganne ts diſcouer the po⸗ 
pulous Citty whether as they iourneyed, and therefoze 
tooke their helmets which their Pages caried, and pulley 
bone their visozs, they kiſſed her on the cherke, aduiſing 
her not fo tell who they were: ſo they toke the molt ſweets 
ef way fo the Citty and came thether af the third houre, 
when the king as pet had not gone out ofthe Pallace, 
They eniredin at a gate called the ſerpent gate, the peo⸗ 
ple that were in ths ſkrætes following them and the eyes 
of Lavies waiting on their gallant pꝛopoztion: yet not as 
ny able to imagms what knights they cheuld be. In this 
oder they arciued at the Pallace, where as they alighted, 
and mounted info the Nopal hall, where as they did ſe a 

great number ot Ladies and Knights: the Ladies in com⸗ 

panie with the Quene and her daugbters, and Unightes 

did accompany the verfnons King. The entring of theſe 

fh:0 warrters did not a little trouble the whole Hall, fo; 

that they knew not what they would haue: but when they 

ſaw them goe dire&ly fo the King,thcy all pacified them- 
ſelues. 

Do when 8s the heropcke Tropan had done his 
boundenductie, in lifting vp ſome what his viſe; , hee di- 
rede d his kalke vntothe King inthis manner. Moꝛthe 
Hug of Lacedemonia, mp tompanions and my ſeife tra- 
uoliing toſetze aduentures to pꝛocure fame, as Knightcs 
thoulo,did heare ſomwhat far offfrom this place, that in 
your Court is great wong done vnto the Pzince Linto of 
Laodicea and vnto pour daughter 1 homiriana. Foz as it 
hatt been told vs, you granted pour daughter to him with 
great iop: whereat aroſe your ſecond Daughter ( with 
confidence of her owne ſtrength and made contradicti- 
on theceof : whereas cf right lhe ſhould haue pꝛocured 
the effect , ſoꝛ manpreaſons that ſhee hath knowne. And 
da althengy J nener comvated againſt any woman: 
bare J (are , that 3 will dekend the Pꝛinceſſe cauſe 
Agapnſt whome ſoeuer 4 from the Sunne ryſiag 
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buſvand. So J pꝛomiſed her, that no other than the p2in, 
tes of Grecia 02 ſome af their frendes would bzing fo2 0 
iuſt a defence, aithough therein J lo# my life. And newe 
ſing my foꝛtune hath fauozed me to bzing ſuch high pzins 
tes, it is time fog you to ſhe w that which pon haue pzoin| 
ſed to all women that ſhould haue nerd of pour fozces fo} 
on this depende lh the like of the zinceſſe I homiriana any 
the noble Pzince Livio, Faire Damſel ſaid the Tropan, 
pour de maund is iuſt: fo if is na part of a ſiſter to tage as 
way the content her ſiſter receiueth, foz ſhee was rather 
bound to keep it ſecret and further her, that made her pac, 
faker thereof. and though it be a hard thing to enter in 
wattaile with a woman, pet z wil fake it vpon me iftheſe 
valiant Pzinces bee thorewith content, any thankes 
fir knight(ſaid the Damſell) J gine pe, and J do receiuelt 
fo2 the greateſt curteſie that nowe pou caa ſhe w mee in 
that the buſines of my Lady is ſo dangerous, and ſœ ing (9 
ventrous and valtant a knight as you are dee deale in it, 
Jam ſecure: and J doe bel@ne pour companions will 
thinke well or it. And to che we the valoz oftheir perſoins 
they (hall not lacke occaſtons in this country ; foꝛ it is (at? 
by wiſe men, there are h@rcin maruelous aduentures, 
Whey al reiopced in that the Tropan Pzince would take 
vpon him the battell fo2 the B2incefſe. And Meridian (413; 
it ſæmeth vnto me faire Damſell, that this knight fix!cth 
the effect ofthe Countrp, ſewing hes hath begun fofoilow 
pour band in putting his like in aduenture foz weinen: 4 
thing which be foze ſeemed impoſſivle. And 7 beleue 
wozthie Paince (ſaid the Damſeil) bee wil ſhe we moze 
than this, it map be we ſhali ſœ him leaue the battaile z 03 
it he ouer tome, bee guercome by his enemp: many moz? 
fre tiz an he haue laſt their liberty in this countrpof Lace:

te rtaine in ſæing him of ſo gallant diſpoſition he will bee

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There did not lacke loure knights that came fwzth of 
the Paincipallelt and moſte valiant in all the Kingdom, 
ſuch as were iealous of the honoz or their king, and gane 
their gages bnfo the Pzinces , thinking thereby to get 
great honoz. Then came the faire Sarmacia, not adoz- 
ned in her fhining armour, but in a gowne of blew cloth 
of gold full of Pꝛetious tones ; vpon her head ſhe woze a 
vayle ſe white that thozow it was plainelp ſene her gol- 
den halre: about her necke hung a rich ſwoozd by a red 
ſendall, and although it were vpenthe garment, pet it ſer⸗ 
med to be w2ought init. Ind this ſozt ſhe paſſed by all 
the knights, who gaue her wap to paſſe where the Pꝛin⸗ 


ct were, whogreatly maruelled tc ſ& her gallant diſpo- 


ſition. And when ſhee came fothem (being affected to 
their gallant popoztion) ſhe ſaid: which of you gentle

Lady to defend pour beanty: but he whome foztune hath 
made choiſe of foz this, is this Knight (pointing fo the 
gentle Tropan.)

mut be done by thy hand? It is wel ſeen intyhe Nephew 
e Troylus,that only fight ceuld humble to the rigozous 
be the high necke of that molt fre knight: who with 
as hunſelke would battaile, about the good he found in 


Meld: and that one dꝛop of bloud goeth not out, but 
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arc dome. Che new Louer could not ſpeake, and lous 


; alone left him coura ge foz toſeke meanes how hs might 
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to Dunne ſet it he be tontent to commit it into my hands. 
Dir knight laid the king, fo2 your commendations of my 
bertne, J thanke pon: but foz the reſt, it is put to the ozder 
of battell: fo that there is nothing to ſtand vpon but to {x 
if the pꝛinte will admit yan foz his Champion, There⸗ 
with came foꝛth the pzince, apparelled in crimſon tatfe⸗ 
ta cut vpon cloth of gold, richly laced, with ſa great gal, 
lanfnes, that the pzinccs did all affect him.

Then did the Judges bzing fozth the Pzinces with 
great honoꝛ, and left them With the amozous Tropan, 
who had his eyes firedthat way, whence ſhould come the 
Robber of his heart, till thep ſaw her come accompanied 
with the molt pꝛincipalleſt of all the kingdome. haet 
may the Tropan hope after, in that hee kound himſciſe o⸗ 
uertome, and how ſhall he defend fo2 the Pzince of Lao- 
dicea, When as ſtriking his lady is moze than death?

She entred in, fozcingher hozfe with ſuch a grace, that
